1 . GERMAN PRESS REPORTED AUGUST 25 THAT GENSCHER WILL 
VISIT THE UNGA TWICE, ON SEPTEMBER 27-29 (AS REPORTED 
REFTEL) AND AGAIN ON OCTOBER 11. 

2. FONOFF (GORENFIOS) CONFIRMED GENSCHER'S 

TRAVEL PLANS AND SCHEDULE AS REPORTED REFTEL. GORENFLOS 
ADDED THAT GENSCHER HAD RECEIVED MANY REQUESTS FOR 
BILATERALS FROM OTHER FOREIGN MINISTERS. SINCE HE WILL 
NOT HAVE TIME TO HOLD THESE BILATERALS DURING HIS 
SEPTEMBER VISIT, HE IS TENTATIVELY PLANNING TO RETURN TO 
NEW YORK AFTER THE GERMAN ELECTIONS ON OCTOBER 3 IN ORDER 
TO HOLD BILATERALS. GORENFLOS STRESSED THAT THE PLANS 
FOR THE SECOND TRIP ARE HIGHLY TENTATIVE. 

3. COMMENT: GENSCHER'S PLANS FOR THE IMMEDIATE POST- 
ELECTION PERIOD WILL BE DETERMINED LARGELY BY THE OUT- 
COME OF THE ELECTIONS. 
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
